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ACTIVITT Recent months have been the most active period in coin board sales since my book 
was published. There have been numerous offerings on eBay, some of them quite impressive. One seller posted 
more than half a dozen Lincoln Printing Company and Oberwise boards for Lincoln Cents, all of these including 
many of the coins, but his sales were spotty from what I can tell. The boards were not ones I needed for my own 
collection, nor could I sell them at a profit, but they were worthwhile for a collector who didn’t have them already. 
There was also a cluster of coinless boards offered in lots of 5-8 boards each, and these featured some good values. 
Included were a number of Whitman and Colonial brand boards, as well as some of the other brands. The first lot 
appeared on eBay during the Boston ANA Convention. I was too preoccupied to see it in time, and it went to one of 
my customers at a fair price. The same seller posted several more such lots a few weeks later as Buy-It-Now items, 
and a quick bit of math told me that these were good values indeed. I bought all of the lots within a couple hours of 
their posting and added them to my inventory of boards for sale. 

Also seen have been several single-item eBay lots of coin boards priced at or close to full list value (the sellers 
clearly had my book on hand). Some of these sold and others didn’t, but the prices were right for a collector 
needing these varieties. The best buy was certainly the rare Lincoln Printing Company board custom printed for 
funeral director David J. Malloy. It went to a reader of this newsletter with me as the underbidder. Since I was 
bidding solely for resale, I just couldn’t go higher, and the result was one very happy collector. Another nice eBay 
entry was a fairly clean example of the very rare Kent board K10B2a. Holding a nearly complete set of cents 1909- 
35, it brought a very strong price that reflected interest in both the coins and the board. 

LPBATES In this area, too, the past quarter has been huge. First up is the discovery of a new variety 
of the very rare Earl & Koehler board for Lincoln Cents. I purchased this from someone who was tipped off to my 
purchasing of coin boards and sent me some poor quality photos. His board appeared to be simply a duplicate of 
EK10Alb, so I offered just enough to secure the board yet still be able to sell it. When this board arrived I was 
shocked to discover that it was indeed similar to that variety in all respects but one — it has the clothlike, light green 
paper previously known only for the E&K Buffalo Nickel board. Therefore, this new variety will be labeled 
EK10Alb.2, with the old one becoming EKl^Alb.l. Which one actually came first will probably never be known, 
as the text on these boards was never revised, aside from the business address. 

Another exciting development is the appearance of two new varieties of the rare coin boards published by 
Gramercy Stamp Company. One each for Indian and Lincoln Cents have been found having distinctly different 
frames around the back text. The egg-and-dart frame typical of all previously known Gramercy boards instead 
appears as two parallel, plain rectangles. Also, the face paper is more yellow than the normal green, but I’m not 
certain whether the boards were made this way or simply faded to yellow from sunlight exposure. Both boards are 
overprinted for The Trenton Saving Fund Society, and therefore I’m labeling them G10Ac and G10Bc, 
respectively. Illustrations of these three boards are included with the email edition of this newsletter. There’s an 
interesting story behind this purchase, as the boards were sold to me by someone who found my website through an 
internet search on coin boards. She acquired them years ago from a New Jersey couple who were customers of the 
TSFS and received these pieces directly from the bank! The boards were partially filled with coins they’d taken 
from circulation, and I carefully removed these before placing the boards into my own collection. 

There are yet further entries for the Oberwise catalog. His Indian Cent board is now known with back paper ‘y’ 
from the mid- 1940s, so add variety O10Ay to your books. Keen board collector Chris Buck has found another 
variety for the Oberwise Lincoln Cent board. My current listing of O10Bx.2 is being revised to O10Bx.3 to allow 
for a new variety with back paper ‘x’ but which clearly was printed earlier. The new variety O10Bx.2 has mintages 
only through 1942, and the last three years of dates are written in the wrong order — 1943-1942-1944! 



AND IN DTDCD NEWS... The collecting of vintage coin boards received some nice publicity during the 
recent Coinfest coin show in Stamford, Connecticut. Liberty Seated enthusiast Carl Feldman displayed his pristine 
pair of the rare Whitman boards for Liberty Seated Dimes. Purchased from me a few years ago, Carl’s boards are 
essentially equal in quality to the ones in my own collection and drew a lot of attention. A couple photos of his 
exhibit are included with the email edition, courtesy of The E-Gobrecht newsletter and its editor. Bill Bugert. 

Coin boards made another big leap in exposure when I sold several examples to the Smithsonian Institution’s 
National Museum of American History for an exhibit currently in preparation. Details of this exhibit are still 
pending, and I’ll provide more information when it becomes available. 

ANNEAL LDDATES As I do each year at this time I’m issuing a completely updated list of Errata and 
Addenda for my book, as well as an updated Check List and Value Guide. You’ll find these included with this 
newsletter. Since I maintain a record of all coin board sales known to me, this has further refined the relative rarity 
of each board variety. Prices are up for the scarce and rare pieces, especially in higher grades. These are boards that 
I simply can’t replace or, in some cases, find at all. One thing you’ll notice is that many of these boards are no 
longer priced in higher grades. It’s been evident for some time that these aren’t found in such condition, and there’s 
no point in posting purely speculative values. Instead, you’ll see just a dash ( — ) in place of values. If and when 
actual sales occur, these values will be inserted into future guides. 

SC/HETEING DIEEEDENT T ve had such a good response to my offerings of early Whitman folders in 
recent price lists that I’m taking things a step further. As I plow ahead with my new book cataloging coin folders 
and albums. I’m coming across evermore duplicates within my own collection. As a result you’ll find some items 
from the lesser known publishers in the current list. This will give you a head start on collecting these fun relics 
long before my book is published. They are attractive and very scarce folders priced to sell. 

NEW EDGE Coin Board News has a new look designed to reflect the spirit of the 1930s, and I hope you’ll 
find this pleasing. While I’d like to make it a professional publication with numerous color photos and other 
features, this will have to do for now. I’m a one-man-band doing this part time, and I have to keep things simple. 

GN TEE DGAD AGAIN Well, maybe not. It looks as though I won’t be attending coin shows in the new 
year. At least, my employer has not scheduled me for any at this time. If this changes. I’ll be certain to post the new 
calendar in future newsletters.

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Market Analysis 
2011 


Overview — 2010 saw a maturing of the coin board market, with strong money being paid for the few rare and choice boards that became 
available. It also reaffirmed the weakness of the most common boards in so-so condition. These just don’t seem to be able to break the $10 barrier. 
The overall supply of boards coming into the market has diminished, with known hoards having already been dispersed to collectors. This has had 
put upward pressure on the prices of scarce boards in all grades and the more common ones in grades VF and higher. 

Several important discoveries were made in the past year, and these have been detailed in Coin Board News. Since a number of the new varieties 
were unique and went directly into my own collection, it remains to be seen what their retail values will be when duplicates surface. The subject of 
values has been given a total overhaul for 2011, and you’ll see from the accompanying Check List and Value Guide that many slots are 
represented solely by dashes ( — ). This is a realistic reflection of the fact that these entries simply have had no sales or, at least, not in certain 
grades. In most instances where values are given for lower grades, these reflect actual retail sales, while the higher grades have not surfaced at all 
or remain unique in my own collection. The figures appearing in my book and in previous editions of this supplement were largely theoretical and 
based on what a serious collector might be expected to pay for each board in all possible grades. Actual experience has demonstrated this to be 
unrealistic, and the current guide no longer includes values for boards that are unique or unknown in particular grades. Any boards having only a 
dash next to the check box ( □ — ) may be considered rare or unknown in that grade, while those having dashes alone across all grades ( — ) have 
not surfaced at all and may not exist. 

Kent Company — K50A2 has emerged as the most common of Kent boards, while all others remain rare, especially in grades better than Fine. 
The big news during 2010 was the discovery of two examples of the previously unique K10BP, previously thought to be a unique prototype held 
by a member of the Post Family. One of the new pieces went into my own collection, and the other was subsequently sold to an advanced 
collector. 

Whitman Publishing Company — There was a greater stratification of prices for all Whitman boards by varieties, as my census of board 
appearances revealed more clearly which varieties are rare. While boards of the Second and Third Editions showed little price movement except in 
higher grades, the First, Fourth and Y Edition boards advanced dramatically across a broad range of grades. The Y Edition has emerged as the 
rarest series of all, and adding them to my inventory has been all but impossible. Most varieties of the X Edition remain fairly common in grades 
Fine and lower, though high-grade examples are few and far-between. 

Colonial Coin & Stamp Company — The Atlanta Hoard of 2008 is now history, and almost nothing of quality has surfaced since that time. 
C50A2a remains the most readily available variety in nice condition, and there is no change in value for this board alone. All others are up across 
most grades. Colonial boards for any series other than Lincoln Cents, Shield/Liberty Nickels and Barber Quarters (all represented in the Atlanta 
Hoard) are rare, and I’ve had very few of the other titles in inventory. C5O0A2 is still unknown, though it was almost certainly published. 



Lincoln Printing Company — Homely and almost never found in grades higher than Fine, Lineoln boards are very underappreeiated. The typieal 
low-grade board for Lineoln Cents is a tough sell, and almost nothing else surfaees in the marketplaee. A few new varieties have been diseovered 
in the past year, but only the most dedieated eolleetors are striving for eompleteness. Entirely unknown in Near Mint eondition, a Lineoln board of 
any variety in this grade would be an important diseovery. In the meantime, eolleetors should not hold out for impossible grades, as my stoek of 
this publisher is always small. 

J. Oberwise & Company — The story here is mueh the same as for Lineoln Publishing. Oberwise boards are nearly as plain, and the sheer 
number of varieties further dilutes interest in speeifie boards. Very few Oberwise boards have appeared in NM eondition, but these few reeorded 
sales permit the inelusion of values in this year’s table. There are dozens of varieties presently unique, and this aeeounts for the many strings of 
dashes whieh populate the 2011 Cheek List and Value Guide. What these would be worth ean only be projeeted on the basis of similar titles of 
more eommon, and thus prieed, varieties. As aetual sales are reeorded, I will add values to future editions of this table. 

Earl & Koehler — Late in 2010 an important new variety surfaeed from this extremely rare publisher: EK10Ab.2 is similar to EKl^Ab.l 
(formerly EK10Ab), but it has the green faee paper previously unique to EK50A. To my knowledge only a single sale of an Earl & Koehler board 
oeeurred during 2010, aside from my purehase of that unique pieee. The table for this publisher is thus mostly a sea of dashes, and eolleetors 
should buy any board in any grade, beeause they may never again have sueh an opportunity. 

Gramercy Stamp Company — When my book was published I believed this publisher to be as rare as Earl & Koehler, but the total population of 
Gramerey boards known to me has now reaehed a dozen pieees. Enough of these have surfaeed just during the past year that more must still be out 
there. Two new varieties, presently unique for eaeh title, are detailed in Coin Board News #17, but there have been enough sales of the more often 
seen varieties to establish values in the lower grades. No Near Mint examples are known for any title, but there are a very few VF boards in 
eolleetors’ hands. Variety G10Bla remains as yet unknown, though it was almost eertainly produeed.
